and bringing in a wounded soldier, who waa lyiag ex- 
posed to the enemy’s fire, three hundred yards beyond 
the Residency.

The Emperor Napoleon 's Free Trade Manifesto, has been 
read with the liveliest satisfaction in commercial crcles, gene- 
rally. His Majesty's present utterance, is regarded as the 
strongest possible guarantee of peace. It is remarked as a 
not unsatisfactory feature, that the pacific programme just 
inaugurated is received at first with considerable caution. 
There can be no doubt of the result, provided the Emperor 
be true fo his own character for resolution.

The effect in the Stock Exchange has 
been highly favourable. The funds have risen 4 per cent., 
but amongst the considerations which tended to prevent a 
still greater improvement, was the prospect of an advance in 
the Bank rate of discount at no distant date, in the event of 
the efflus of gold continuing, as seems probable. The amount 
of gold withdrawn from the Bank to-day for exportation was 
£16,000. The dividend of the Brighton Railway Company 
is Officially announced at the rate of 7 per cent. per annum.

On the 18th of October last, the ship Flora Tem- 
ple, Captain Johnson, sailed from Macao for Hava- 
na, with a crew of 49 men, and a cargo of Coolies, 
numbering 800 souls. These Coolies are shipped 
under the name of “ free emigrants,” to supply the 
want of Negroes, for the cultivation of the West Indian 
Islands. On the third day after leaving Macao, the 
Coolies attempted to rise upon the crew, but were 
quelled by repeated firing from revolvers. As night 
approached, on the sixth day of the voyage, the vessel 
wassuddenly found to beenclosed in the midst of break 

ers. Six hours were then occupied in getting out the boats 
and providing for the safety of thecrew. We learn noth- 
ing from the narrative, printed in another column, of 
any opposition on the part of the Coo- 
lies during these preparations for escape. 


mean that the hatches were closed and the wrete hes 
battened down. At break of day the crew sailed 
away in the boats, without an effort to save the Coo- 
lies, “ who clustered at break of day about the poop 
like bees.” On the 2nd of Nov., Captain John- 
son reached the French Admiral, off Touron, in 
Cochin China, and accompanied him to the place 
where the ship was wrecked. Nothing was seen of 
the Coolies. Nothing remained but the poop of the 
ship, swaying to and fro over the grave of 800 souls! 
The names of the ship and captain may be either 
English or American. We trust, for the honour of 
England, that America aloae can claim either. We 
think it is the fact that both ship and crew were Ame- 
rican, from the port to which the ship was bound, from 
the asserted panic of the crew, and from the insufli- 
cient supply of boats. A large importation of Coolies 
annually takes place to our West Indian possessions, 
but our Board of Trade enjoins, by the strictest 
rules, that means of escape should be provided for 
the unhappy Coolies as well as for the crew. Here a 
ship, containing 850'souls, proceeds upon a prover- 
bially dangerous voyage among the sunken volcanoes 
of the Chind sea, with boats capable of containing, in 
ease of disaster, but 50 men. Talk of the horrors 
and perils of the Slave Trade trade after this ! 
There are five cases of murder, committed in the 
most atrocious manner, upon sailors, by American 
captains at present in process of trial at London. We 
have had, from week to week, instances of most savage 
barbarity committed without redress or punishment, 
for our courts, in most cases, ‘ have no jurisdiction.” 
Is it not time that Europeans should insist upon some 
maritime code which would prevent the commission of 
murder with impunity, by sea as well as on land? Is

On almost all other ques- 
tions on which France and England have been opposed 
to each other, our insular pride cannot prevent us from 


acuteness in exploring the theory of economical science, 

for Turgot anticipated by nearly 30 years the discoveries 

of Adam Smith, and the soundest, the clearest, and the 

wittiest refutation of the fallacies of Protection that has 

ever been produced is due to the lamented author of 

Sophismes Economiques. But, somehow or other, the most 

logical nation in the world was in this case slower toapply 

abstract principles to practice than its plodding and 

practical neighbours, and France has allowed England 

to get at least forty years’ start of her in the adoption 

of sound economic legislation. Perhaps this was due in 
some degree to the great authority of the First Napoleon, 
who in this case was a perfect master of the most vulgar 
fallacies, and was in the habit of despising as “ ideo- 
logues” men who would have taught him a secret of 
prosperity which he sought in vain by the worn-out 
path of victory and conquest. Something was also due 
to an unwillingness to follow our example, and some- 
thing also to that timidity and distrust of each other 
which in so many successive revolutions has made the 
majority of Frenchmen the willing slaves of the 
minority. Had we been asked two days ago 
for our opinion of the commercial legislation of 
France, weshould have described it as the very worst 
in Europe. It is a compliment to which France is not 
entitled to represent hcr manufacturers as Protection- 
ists, or her policy as Protective. She has been up to 
this time acting en principles from which even Mr. 
G. F. Young would shrink with disgust. The motto 
of France has not been “ Protection,” but “ Prohibition.” 
She has absolutely excluded from her ports the raw ma- 
terial of her manufactures, and the things most required 
for the comfort and ease of her people. They must 
not wear British flannel ; they must not drink out 
of British crockery. Our iron and coal were a 
snare to them ; our knives, scissors, and razors 
were an abomination to them. It would be a curious 
calculation to compute how much per yard France has 
paid in the construction of her railways for the pleasure 
of making them with her own iron, and equally edifying 
would it be to know what weight inthe race of compe- 
tition her manufactures have carried in the shape of 
dear coal. 

To compare the change which is about to take place 
in France with the change which occurred in this coun- 
try in 1846 would be to do but fecble justice to the sub- 
ject. France is rather in the position of England’ just 
after the peace, when Mr. Huskisson began to make 
war upon Prohibition and to introduce Free Trade to us 
in the unpromising disguise of Protection. France 
will have made a very considerable advance when 
she is entitled to the name of a _ Protectionist 
Power. It is quite time she should begin, for she has 
a long journey before her. We do not doubt that the 
Emperor is doing wisely in following the example of 
Sir Robert Peel, who first emancipated from import 
duties the raw material of manufactures, and that he is 
prudent in replacing Prohibition by Protection, without 
at once carrying the change to its legitimate result— 
the imposition of duties merely for the purpose of 
raising revenve. He will have plenty of real and pre- 
tended apprehension to contend with. We know it 
well. We have had to conquer it ourselves, and we 
sincerely hope that in France, as with us, the advocates 
of restriction will he allowed the ful'est licence. We 
are quite sure that the more the matter is argued 
the more it will appear that Protection means 
the imposition of taxes upon the whole community for 
the benefit of a class, but from which that class derives 
no benefit. Weare in no condition ourselves at pre- 
sent to reduce revenue, and we are opposed to commer- 
cial treaties ; but still we hope that it may be in the 
power of the Chancellor of the Exchequer, in consider- 
ation of the impulse these changes must give to British 
commerce, and the probable increase in the Customs’ 
revenue, to make some reduction in the duties on Freneh 
products, which will be, at any rate, an earnest of good- 
will. Thetwo countrics are at length fairly entering 
on the same path, on acontest in which both may be 
victors, and wherethe one which yields most has a 
right to expect the most solid advantage.

The Daily News on the alleged change in the 
tactics of the French Army :— 


A gentleman who has seen not a little of the Freneh 
army on the batt/e-field has informed the world that a 
revolution of system is going on in that army, of which 
the principal feature is the making each soldier fight 
and even fire apart, trusting to his individual resources 
and energy, rather than to his being in line and sup- 
ported by his fellows. The subject has received less 
notice from professional men than might have been ex- 
pected ; but it is so important that we are unwilling to 
let it pass out of mind unnoticed. 


Of this news we shall merely observe, that it is too 
good to be true. For, if an army is to be resolved into 
its individual elements, and each soldier is to depend on 
his own muscles and his own courage, the Anglo-Saxon 
race will most gain by the change. Let us remember 
that it was the French themselves who abolished the 
old system of open fighting, and introduced the custom 
of bearing down in column rather than fighting in line. 
The latter was the system of Frederick the Great, who 
depended greatly on the thews of the individual soldier, 
much as hesnbjected him todiscipline, and made him the 
instrument of manwuvre. One consequence of Frederick's 
system was that an army should be composed of few 
soldiers comparatively, and these soldiers highly paid. 
The French superseded this by their conscription, whieh 
won battles by operating with masses of poorly-paid 
and worse-fed soldiers. So many per cent. fell, so many 
per cent. hesitated, whilst the remaining mass rushed 
on and won the victory. 
This system was found to fail, especially towards the 
close of the long war. Against the English it was fu- 
tile. It presupposed a superiority of the attacking 
troops to the enemy, which, after the Russian campaign, 
no longer existed. This necessary superiority of the 
attacking party, indispensable to the success of the 
French in what they most excel—offensive war—has 
been sought to be attained by Napoleon III. in another 
manner. This is by the establishment of picked corps— 
corps d’ elite. 
nto these regiments, forming not more than one- 
seventh or one-eighth of the French army, have been 
introduced the changes mentioned by the corres- 
ndent of the Times—the habit of rapid motion, 
fighting or skirmishing in open line, dependence on 
individual daring and agility rather than close array. 
But it does not seem to be the aim of the Freneh 
military administration to make this general through 
the regiments of the line, which, composed of con- 
scripts, or of those soldiers which remain after the 
best men have been picked from amongst them, would 
certainly lose, not gain, in strength by such an organi- 
sation. Ifthe Zouaves, the Chasseurs de Vincennes, 
and even the Voltigeurs of the Guard (these last not 
averaging above five feet in height), looked, what they 
were, formidable soldiers on the plains of Lombardy, the 
French regiments of the line did not by any means 
present the same aspect.

tempted by every soldier of an army of 500,000 men 
raised by conscription. To ask so much of the French 
army as a body would be to annihilate it. They are 
not equal toit. The average Frenchman is inferior in 
size and strength to the average German or the average 
Englishman. And this average would soon tell, whether 
on the field or in campaign, when all soldiers were taxed 
to the measure of their powers. Napoleon III. has 
compensated for the inferiority of his fellow-country- 
men by selecting some 60,000 of them, superior in 
agility and strength. Habits of exercise and discipline 
have made the most of these natural qualities, and the 


Zouaves are a very superior class of troops. But in a 
long war Napoleon the Third, like Napoleon the First, 
must have fallen back upon his peasant population, and 
succumbed with its inferiority. ‘The military mancwuvre 
which would show most foresight and true sense in 
him would be the perseverance in those free trade laws 
which might give a little more meat in addition to the 
bread, the chestnuts, and cabbage broth,on which fifteen- 
sixteenths of Frenchmen dwindle and pine. 


The Morning Herald on the Immigration of Coo- 


lies to the West Indies :'— 


We printed very recently “Twenty Reasons against 

Immigration into the West Indies,” at the request of 
Mr. Chamerovzow, Secretary to the British and Foreign 
Anti-Slavery Society. It is unnecessary for us to dis- 
claim any participation in the sentiments espoused by 
that association, but in a generous spirit of political 
warfare we disdain the suppression of hostile opinions. 
The question of coolie and Chinese immigration into 
the West Indies has indeed lost the charm of novelty, 
but still remains a debatable topic. It has occupied the 
attention of several Governments, and we sincerely be- 
lieve that succeeding Colonial Secretaries have endca- 
voured to solve its difficulties in an impartial spirit. We 
cannot award equal praise to the Anti-Slavery As- 
sociation, who have allowed their prejudices to subjugate 
their reason. They have approached the subject with 
strongly biassed minds, ever hostile to the planters, ever 
favourable to the coloured race. That slavery was an 
unmitigated evil we fully acknowledge, but that eman- 
cipation was attended with most calamitous results can- 
not be denied. The warmest advocates of freedom never 
contemplated the ruin of West Indian agriculture; on 
the contrary, they believed that production would in- 
crease under a system of wages and liberty. There was 
a general conviction that both employer and employed 
would be benefited. Those hopes were most cruelly 
disappointed. The manumitted African refused to la- 
bour; his wants were few and readily satisfied; his 
pleasure was to bask in the sun, and while he dozed 
away his time in sloth, fertile fields returned to the pri- 
mitive state of weed or jungle. Nor was this the only 
disaster that befell the landowners. The markets of 
England were opened to the slave produce of Cuba 
and Porto Rico, and we encouraged in the Spanish 
colonies the very bondage we kad condemned in our 
own. It was the Whig interpretation of free trade, 
and the splendid premium of the open British markets 
which invested the capital of Havana merchants in 
kidnapping voyages to the coast of Africa. It is true 
that at the same time the Whigs maintained a pre- 
ventive squadron to capture slave vessels, thinking 
to cover their breach of fuith by hypocrisy; but 
cheap sugar forged new fetters for the negro. It 
is from these various points of view that justice 
and generosity contemplate the position of the 
betrayed West Indian interests. The promised ap- 
prenticeship system had been sbolished in viola- 
tion of a Parliamentary contract ; free trade had been 

reduced into practice, and with it the importation of 
negroes into foreign islands had been encouraged by the 
golden stimulus of gain. The question then assumed 

this form. Thefree negroes will only work when they 

please ; Cuba has been induced to multiply its slave 

negroes ; either, then, the British West Indies must go 
out of cultivation, or they must obtain labour from 

abroad under voluntary contracts of hire. It was un- 

der these circumstances that coolie and Chinese immi- 

gration arose. It was a measure of necessity forced on 

the planters, first by the laziness of their own indus- 

trial population, and secondly by the act of the home 
Government, which had forced them into an unfair 
competition. The policy, then, being most justifiable, 
the only point was, how it could be carried out with 

justice and humanity. 

In venturing on this great experiment caution was 
required to guard against abuses, both in the interests 
of the emplovers and the employed. The former would 
have defeated theirown purpose had they practised any 
deceit, for it must have stopped the course of immigra- 
| tion when the deceit was detected, and to conceal it for 

any length of time was impossib’e. This in itself was a 
solid security to the employed, but other measures were 
adopted of a precautionary character, and ultimately 
embodied in an Immigration Code. The coolie was 
free to make his own bargain, but he might become the 
victim of his own ignorance. His contract of hire might 
be so worded as to reduce him to slavery, or its equiva- 
lent, by detaining him for life in his new scene of occupa- 
tion. Here the British Government interposed. The term 
of engagement was the material point. It wag considered 
by Mr. Gladstone, Sir John Pakington, and Lord Grey, 
and they fixed it, though with some hesitation, at three 
years, ro anxious were they that no long. constraint 
should be imposed on the immigrant. Under the colo- 
nial administration of the Duke of Newcastle the sub- 
ject was again carefully investigated on an address from 
British Guiana. The Court of Policy of that island, 
admittiug that the experiment of three years’ hiring 
had worked well, proposed its extension to five years, as 
more conducive to the personal benefit of the labourer 
and the general welfare of the island. They were willing 
that the coolie might change his employer at the end 
of the first year or sooner, if he could show reason- 
able cause for such a change to the satisfaction ofa 
stipendiary mayistrate. To the proposal of Lord Grey 
to limit the indenture to one year, they objected, and 
they also differed from the Duke of Newcastle, who 
feared that a contract of five years with one master 
“would imply a state of things hardly compatible with 
personal freedom.” The Court of Policy, also negocia- 
ted with the Indian Government, by which it was 
agreed that the coolies should not be entitled to a return 
passage till after a residenceof ten years; but the Duke 
of Newcastle limited the indenture to three years on 
arrival in the colony, refusing to extend it to five years. 
It may be’asked, can the coolies save money out of their 
wages ? on which point the answer from British Guaina 
is most satisfactory. It is stated that not one ship leaves 
the colony with return labourers without considerable 
sums, or more than an average of 100 dollars each after 
five years ; and one case is cited where the coolie had 
amassed more than 24,000 dollars, but this could not 
have been out of the mere savings on wages. That they 
are an economical race appears from the fact that they 
had in the savings bank 33,692 dollars, but as the do- 
cumenut does not state the number of contributors, we 
cannot determine the amount of individual accumula- 
tions. 

We have not space to enumerate the various clauses 
of the Immigration Code, but we can truthfully assert 
that the most stringent )rovisidns are made for the 
protection of the coolie. His contract is examined by 
the British Consul or a notary public resident at the 
port from which he sails; he dala it to the emigration 
agent when he lands in the West Indies, and it is certi- 
fied by the Governor. The immigrant is registered, as 
well as the estate on which he works; the estate is in- 
spected quarterly by the emigration agent, and he is 
bound to receive any complaint, and to see that justiceis 
done whena grievance is proved. It is also the 
duty of this functionary to keep a register of 
births and deaths. Thus every care is tuken to 
obviate abuses. We must caution our readers not to 
confound the British regulations for the West Indies 
with the Spanish regulations for Cuba. These last have 
been exposcd and denounced by Mr. Anstey, when act- 
ing as her Majesty's Attorney-General at ‘Hong-kon ' 
He published the Spanish form of contract, which really 
reduces every entrapped Chinese to the condition of a 
slave when he reaches the Havana. It must also be

The Colonelcy of the 73rd Regiment of Foot has beome va- 
cant in consequence of the death of Lieutenant-General ( hes- 
borougb Grant Falconer, K.H., which eccurred at his seat at 
Hazelbank, near Edinburgh, on the 10th inst. The decessed 
General entered the army upwards of 54 years ago, and 
joining the 61st Regiment at the Cape in February, 140!, or- 
companied it to Egypt, joining General Baird's army at 
Cosier. He crossed the Desert with it, and remained in 
Egypt until 1803. He served the campaign in Italy under 
Sir James Craig in 1804 and 1805, and under Sir John Stuart 
in 1806.

Cavatry Horses ror Naries.—An agent from the 
Neapolitan has been attending the leading fairs in 
the North of Ireland, with a view of purchasiag a large 
number of chargers for the Neapolitan army. I am in- 

on reliable authority, that he required about 
150 first-class animals, and was most liberal in his terms 
where he obtained the description he sought, in some in- 
stances giving as muchas 100 guineas for good four- 
year-olds, and being particularly anxious to purchase 
entire horses for the purpose of breeding at home. 
After considerable travelling and trouble, our Neapoli- 
tan buyer was obliged to return home, having only suc- 
deeded in procuring about fifty horses which came up 
to his idea of the requirements of the Neapolitan ca- 
valry. The price seemed to be no object, but the ani- 
mals were not to be had. Latterly,too, it has been observed 
that a good demand existed for troopers for French ac- 
count, but not to such an extent as for Naples. The cost 
of shipment, added to the purchase-money, would bring 
the average price of each animal to about £120. This 
ouglit to stimulate breeders at home to pay more atten- 
tion than they have been in the habit of doing to their 
stock, which, it is believed, is not improving in quality, 
although the returns would seem to indicate a fair in- 
crease of the quantity of horseflesh in Ireland. 

ARRIVAL or Troops FROM INDIA —The Captain 
Cook, with about 400 discharged soldiers belonging to 
the East India Company, from Calcutta, arrived in the 
Mersey on Monday. She is stillin the river. Her ar- 
rival excited considerable interest. 

Darinc Rosnery.—A very daring robbery of bank- 
notes and cash, to the amount of between £300 and 
£400, was committed on the premises of Mr. IJeury 
Ellins, wholesale cheese an bacon factor, &c., Leeds, 
some time between Saturday night and Monday 
morning. The shop of Mr. Ellins is situated in the 
Central Market, which is a covered building, in a popu- 
lous part of the town. The thieves had evidently 
effected an entrance into the market by opening one of 
the doors by means of skeleton keys, and this accom- 
plished there was no obstacle to their obtaining ready 
access tothe shop. To perpetrate the robbery, how- 
ever, must have required considerable perseverance 
and skill. In the shop were two of Milner’s patent 
safes, in one of which Mr. Ellins kept his money, 
and both the safes were enclosed with a woo! 
casing which was secured by two locks. The locks 
had been picked, and the safe in which the money was 
kept had been blown open with gunpowder, which had 
been placed in the keyhole. Several charges of pow- 
der had no doubt been used. The locks of the drawers 
within the safe, and in which the money was placed, 
had been forced open with a chisel, or some such instru- 
ment. The precise amount of money stolen is not 
known, but, as far as can be ascertained, there were two 
£50 Bank of England notes, some notes of local banks. 
the halves of other notes to the value of £80, and up- 
wards of £100 in gold and silver. The robbery is sup- 
posed to have been committed on Sunday night, and the 
thieves had evidently known in which safe the money 
was placed, as the other safe was not disturbed. It is 
but fair to mention that the safe blown open was not 
constructed according to the latest improvement of 
Messrs. Milner’s patent. 

EXPLosion AT A Fireworx Factory.—On Monday 
evening the inhabitants of Regent-street, Lambeth- 
walk, were alarmed by a fearful explosion of fireworks 
in the premises belonging to Mr. Darby, the well-known 
pyrotechnist, carrying on business in the before-named 
street. ])ense masses of smoke issuing from the back 
workshops convinced every one jn ghe immediate lo- 
eality that the place was on fire, arf it being well known 
that Mr. Bean, the fureman, a nephew of Mr. Darby, 
and one of the workmen were in the premises on fire, 
the anxiety of the neighbours was increased. These 
persons, with the assistance of the landlord of the Globe 
Tavern opposite, and several others, were extricated, 
but upon being surgically attended were pronounced to 
be so badly injured and in sucha precarious condition 
that their removal to the hospital was deemed indispen- 
sable, and the three anfortunate men were accordinyly 
there. Though several engines promptly arsived, the 
fire could not be extinguished until the workshops 
were burat out. The disaster happened in the filling 
room, from what cause is net precisely known ; but it 
is generally suppossed to have arisen from friction in 
ramming the composition into the cases; or during the 
process of mixing the ingredients used in the trade.— 
fines 

Tur Works or Art 1x Hampton Court Parace.— 
The state of the pictures here, and perhaps still more of 
the tapestries, requires immediate attention, if they are 
considered to be worth preserving. Mr. Henry Cole has 
reccntly addressed to us some observations on the sub- 


ject, wherein he urges that instead of being treated as a 


mere storehouse, Hampton Court Palace weuld be a 
much more attractive public sight if the rooms were 
restored as much as possible to their original state of 
decoration. He divides the pictures into six classes, and 
goes on to say—*“ I would snggest that the works of fine 
art should be brought to the metropolis, where they 
would be much better preserved, where the fa- 
cilities for making-them available for public instruc- 
tion wuuld be greatly increased, and all classes of the 
public infinitely more benefited than by leaving them at 
Hampton Court Palace, which is visited by the great 
majority of persons as a palace in the country having 
beautiful gardens, rather than for the study of works of 
fine art. The public also possess2s pictures and works 
of art which require constant care, at many institutions, 
such as the Aational Gallery, the British Museum, the 
National Portrait Gallery, Greenwich Hospital, and at 
the South Kensington Museum, &c. I would suggest 
that a small committee of consultation, consisting of 
three artists, with one chemist and one amateur, be ap- 
pointed to determine what measures should be taken for 
the preservation of all works of art, either be longin o 
the public or lent by the Crown for public use, and that 
premises be provided and skilful persons be chosen for, 
the purpose of carrying into effect, under proper super- 
intendence, the recommendations of this committee.

COURT OF BANKRUPTCY—Yesterpay. 
(Before Judge Lynch.) 
In re Christie and M‘ Millan. 

The bankrupts were starch manufacturers in Belfast, and 
the meeting was for proof of debts, and final examination. 
Mr. Levy, with Mr. Mathews, appeared forthe bankrapts. 
M', Falkiner, barrister, with Mr. Falkiner, solicitor, 
appeared for the assignee and entered into a very lengthened 
opposition 4. the passing of the examination. It was con- 
tended that the account they gave of their dealings and 
transactions was wholly incredible, and that they ought to 
be dismissed out of court. For instance, it was alleged they 
took credit for a special loss of £347, as the result of the pur- 
chase of bad wheat, although the wheat stated to be bad 
did not cost altozether more than abont £80. Mt. Levy said the 
loss taken credit for was perfectly true, and it all arose from 
the £80 or £90 worth cf bad wheat, which had been put 
through a process to render the effects of heating impercep- 
tible. In that process sulphur was used, and bad wheat con- 
taminated all the wheat itcame in coutact with, and the 
sulphur insinuated itself into the utensils used in making the 
starch. and rendered worthless a large amount of property. 
The bankrupts lost their trade and position by the bad wheat 
and he hoped it was not the person who sold it that was op- 
posing them. The losses they sustained were accurately ea- 
tered in their books. ! 
Judge Lynch, having examined the books, said thev were 
kept most accurately, and corres»ond. with the schedule, a 
circumstance that rarely occurred in trading of that descrip- 
tion, and he thought the losses were fully accounted for. 
Mr. Falkiner then proceeded to examine another part of 
the schedule, and alleged that there was an omission of pro- 
perty to which one of the bankrupts was entitled, and which 
was situate in the county Tyrone, and that he had m de re- 
presenta:ions with regard to it, and he proposed to examine 
witnesses to prove this part of the case. The bankrupt 
denied that any property of the kind existed. 
Judge Lynch passed the examination, leaving it open to the 
parties to oppose the certificate. : 

Mr. Levy said if opposition was persevered in, he would 
apply for costs.

» remark, in coming before those present, 
that having been in the Poor Law Depirtment for many years, 
he knew from his connection with the centlemen who were 


taking part in these matters, and whose object was to en- 
deavour to improve the medical institutions, and to give in- 
creased facilities to the sick poor, that their interest in the pre- 
sent meeting did not in any way conflict with the authori- 
ties. (Hear, hear.) Their suggestions were for the con- 
sideration of all parties. He thought the subject perfectly 
legitimate for every class, and more particularly for the 
members of the medica! profession. to take share in, inas- 
much as all professional men were more or less interested in 
the subject. (Hear, hear.) [ie did not conceive, and he said 
it emphatically, that any medical min, or other person, 
coming forward at this or anv similar weeting in the slight- 
est, conflicted with the authorities, (Hear, hear.) Having 
said somuch, he thought it, perhaps, useful, before reading 
the resolutions, to explain the condition they stood in, and 
the manner in which they should view the subject. At pre- 
sent the Poor Law was such, that a certain class of paupers, 
affected with diseases requiring medical attendance, could not 
be admitted into the workhouses unless they brought with 
them their whole families. The Poor Law Commissioners, a 
few years ago, made a statement to that effect, and brought 
it under the notice of Parliament. There was a second class 


persons, above paupers, who, living at a dis- 
tance, could not be admitted into the  infirma- 
ries. were classes of persons who, every 


medical man knew, could not be adequately treated, although 
there were ample infirmaries. One principal object of the 
present meeting was to legalise relief to these tw> classes. 
Some few vears ago, Mr. Secretary Herbert. at the suggestion 
of the Poor Law Commissioners, introduced two clauses into 
a bill for this pu Subsequently the bill was 
lost sight of, or only brought to a first reading. In the fol- 
lowing year, on the change of Government, Lord Naas 
brought in the “ Medical Charities and Poor Law Bill,” but 
these two clauses were omitted. He (Dr. Phelan) had 
reason to know there was scarcely any man connected with 
an infirmary, nor a Poor Law guardian, who was not de- 
eirous that these two clauses should be introduced into a 
bill. He could say there were numbers of this opinion. 
(Hear, hear.) This was am important point with these who 
had called the meeting. Thenext subject upon which there was 
much anxiety was that of the inspections of medical institu- 
tions. (Hear.) Such inspections, he thought, strictly to be 
the duties of medical men, (Hear, hear.) When the Medi- 
cal Charities Act passed they were appointed to inspect all 
the medical institutions of the country. It was their pro- 
vince and business to do so generally, without 
any particular ina‘ructions. But thev had also to 
inspect the workhouses and infirmaries. ‘This duty was per- 
formed by a smal! number of men, and in 1857 it was pro 
posed that three out of the four should be done away with, 
and one man should do all the work, occasionally aided by a 
gentleman temporarily appointed. In this way 716 work- 
houses had to be inspected. To such an arrangement the 
medical profession hada great objection—(hear, hear)—and 
to remedy the proposal of the Poor Law Commissioners 
which established it was another of the objects of the meeting. 
(Hear, hear.) There was another portion of the subject which 
it was proper to advert to, About one-half of the medical offi- 
cers attached to workhouses in Ireland were also dispensary 
physicians, and a great and serious grievance was inflicted 
on those gentlemen—namely, dispensary committees having 
the power of giving tickets te persons for dispensary relief 
who were well able to pay for medical attendance on them. 
That was a grievance which had been alluded to in the Poor 
Law Commissioners’ reports, and it was their dutv, as mem- 
bers of the medical profession, to assist the Poor Law Com- 
missioners and Government in having that crievance re- 
éressed. The medical man should attend persons who had 
obtained those tickets on his peril until the next meeting of 
the dispensary committee, when it was competent to have 
the ticket cancelled, but if the meeting did not take place, 
the medical man should cuntinne his attendance oa such 
rr for probably six months. To remedy so great a 
ardship as that was most desirable. To attend persons 
in comfortable circumstances who obtained those tickets 
was not only a great hardship upon the medical officer, 
but a gross fraud on the ratepayers, to have medical 
attendance and medicines given to persons who were 
well able to pay for them. At present there was no means 
by which the medical officer could recover for that attend- 
ance, or for the expenditure of the medicines. He knew 
one dispensary district in which there were but a few com- 
fortable farmers. and scarcely eny Iecal gentry, and in 
which the medical officer of the district was said to have a 
salary of £70 a year. with scarcely any other emolument, and 
he thought it a great grievance to compel such a man pro- 
fessionally to attend on any person who was at all able to pay 
tor medical attendance. The tickets were sometimes cancelled 
by the dispen gry committee, but they were usually can- 
celled after the medical attendance was over, and the doctor 
could not recover for it. That was one of the grievances 
many persons thought ought to be taken into consideration, 
in the hope of having it remedied. If it were desirable he 
would read the passages in the Poor Law Commissioners’ 
reports, suggesting those amendments, as it was perfectly 
legitimate for any gentleman to take into censideratior per- 
spective matters of the kind, and express their opinion to 
the Poor Law Commissioners and Government on the sub- 
ect. (Hear, hear.) 

Dr. Darby observed those were points deserving of con- 

sideraticn. 
The Chairman remarked that in the resolutions about to 
be proposed, it occurred to him they would be touching on 
ra‘her dangerous ground to put forward any views on behalf 
of the dispensary physicians in Ireland, inasmuch as they 
were not sufficiently represented at the present meeting. He 
thought it would be more judicious if thcir proceedings were 
simply in reference to the institutions over which they them- 
selves medically presided, and of which they were best com- 
petent to judge, and concerning which their opinions would 
have some weight. If they attempted to put forward views 
for other men, such views might be repudisted, and it would 
be much better to call a meeting of the dispensary medical 
officers, acd allow them te speak for themselves, (Hear, 
bear.) 

Dr. Darby concurred in the views of the chairman, and 
said that at the meetings of the Irish Medical Association 
there was ample room for discussion by the dispensary 
physicians on such subjects. ‘They were perpetually devot- 
ing their attention to the interests of dispensary practitioners 
in that assec‘ation, and he thought it would be unwise to 
insert the point of the wedge which might divide the two 
bodies, particularly as they were both aiming at the.same 
object. 

Dr. O'Rourke said that they, asa section of the medical 
profession, ought to give expression to their individual 
opinions on the subject, particularly as there were 285 
medical officers of workhouses, also holding dispensaries, and 
he was sure that in expressing their views they wou'd not be at 
all running counter, or disagreeing with any other section o: 
the profession. He himself was a member of the Irish 
Medical Association, and he was sure that in expressing their 
opinions they would not clash with those of any other section 
of ‘he profession. 

Dr. Nichols, of Longford, observed that the dispensary 
medical officers were well aware they had no desire but one 
of benefiting them, but, he thonght, they ought to confine 
themselves to their own business, with the best good feeling 
to the dispensary physicians. 

Dr. Kyncey, of Athy, proposed thefirst resolution as follows: 
—* Resolved—That much as we approve of the acts under 
which provision is made fo: affording medical attendance to 
the sick poor of this country, we have had sufficient expe- 
rience to prove that those acts are in some important respects 
very defective, and that we are much gratified in learning 
they are likely to be amended in the ensuing Session of Par- 
liament.” He was quiie sure there was no medical man in 
connection with workhouses who would no: agree in the terms 
of that resolution. “here were a great many defects in the 
present system of adminstering medical relief in workhouses, 
and none greater than the power vested in quardians of refus- 
ing to admit any poor man into the workhouse hospital who 
was not legally entitled to admission. At present, if a poor 
man, the head of a family, were taken ill, and if he applie | for 
relief or admission to a workhouse to which he was not ab- 
solutely legally entitled, he might be refused, and have to re- 
turn to his cabin home, and there, perhaps, for wnt of 
sufficient attendance, succumb under the disease, and leave his 
widow and children burdens on the union. To redress such an 
evil as that was a matter of the preatest import nc, inasmuch 
as to a certain extent it would have the effect of economising 
taxation, and be an adyantage to the country at large 
(Hear, hear.) 

Dr. Nicho's seconded the resolution, which was put and 
carried nem. dis. 

Dr. O'Rourke proposed the next resolution as fol'ows :— 
“ That under these circumstances, they feel it to be a duty 
which they owe to the community, to the inedical profession, 
and to ourselves, to communicate to the authorities with 
which it rests to amend those acts; the results of such prac- 
tical knowledge of the subject as we may have acquired from 
several years’ experience, to assist them in framing such 

ovisions as are most likely toensure medical attendance 
or such persons as are unable to pay for it.” It was manifest 
that many poor persons labouring under serious diseases 
could not properly be attended to in their own homes, and 
from inability to obtain admission to workhouse hospitals, 
many families had been left totally destit ute upon the coun- 
try, which had been already over-tax-d. He believed there | 
was nothing would ten: so much to afford relief to the sick 
poor as the adoption of the principle set forth in the resolu- 
tion which he had oe propose!, (Hear, hear). 

Dr. Kellett, of Kells, seconded the resolation, which was 
unanimously oS a :

The following resolution was moved by Dr. Minchin :— 
“That, consideringthat over 49,000 persons are admitted 
into the workhouse hospitals annually, ‘ en account of sick- 
ness, that 601,000 sick are attended at the dispen- 
saries, and 153,000 at their respective residences, and that the 
important matter of vaccination is to be attended to, it is our 
opinion that the medical element in the Poor Law Commis- 
sion is insufficient, and in its renewal provisions to remedy 
that defect are much required.” 

a Darby seconded the resolution, which passed unani- 
mously, 

. Dr. Nicholls moved—* That it is the opinion of this meet- 
ing the minimum salary of medical officers of workhouses be 
£100 s-vear, one-half to be paid as in England out of the 
Consolidated Fund ; and that after a lengthened term of ser- 
vice they should be entitled to a retiring pension.” 
They were all aware that they contribated their quota to 
the Consolidated Fund, aud if wealthy England paid her 
officers out of it, the same principle should be adopted in Ire- 
lind, and it would be found te lighten the poor-rate. It was 
anything but fair that a medical practitioner, after a service 
of many years, should be thrown aside as “' lamber,” from 
which all the good had been taken, and nothing further 
could be extracted. He (Dr. Nicholls) thought it right that 
in proportion to the service and the length of time during 
which it was rendered, the medical man was entitled to con- 
sideration. 

Dr. Davis seconded the resolution, which was carried by 
acclamation. i 
Dr. Kyncey moved :—* That cepies of those resolutions be 
forwarded to his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, to the 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, to the Poor Law Commission- 
ers, and to the Attorney and Solicitor-General, with a re- 
a request that they will receive their favourable consi- 
ration. 

Dr. Minchin seconded the motion, which was adopted. 

It was resolved—* That a standing committee be empow- 
ered to conduct the affairs ef this as ociation, which is to be 
designated and known asthe Association of the Medical 
Officers of the Workhouses of Ireland, and that Dr. Mayne 
be chairman, and Dr. Minchin act as secretary and 
treasurer.” 

Dr. Kyncey observed, that although the meeting was not 
quite so numerously attended as might have ‘been expected, 
yet there was a body of 180 workhouse officers. 

A flattermg vote of thanks was passed te Dr. 
Rourke, for his energy,zeal, and untiring exertions in bring- 
ing about the present meeting, as well as in all other of his 
undertakings in behalf of the cause they. had assembled 
to promote, 

The motion was carried. 

Dr. O'Rourke. in returning thanks, said that although he

UNITED STATES—EFFECTS OF THE SLAVERY 
AGITATION. 
On this subject the New York Herald says :—We are 
daily receiving information, from public and private 
sources, which shows that a reign of terror is approach- 
ing in this country, pregnant with the most disastrous 
results to both north and south. Travellers from the 
northern sections of the Union are not only looked upon 
with suspicion in the Southern States, but in many sec- 
tions of that region they are stopped in their travels, and 
obliged to give a satisfactory account of themselves and 
their business. If they have not some local acquaint- 
ance who can vouch for them, they are followed 
through all their in-goings and out-comings, and not 
unfrequently find themselves face to face with a vigi- 
lance committee, charged with the preservation of public 
order and theexpurgation ofthe community from northern 
abolitionists. This is particularly the case with the tra- 
velling agents of northern manufacturess and merehants, 
who, in consequence of the prevailing excitement, are 
looked upon with great suspicion. There are numerovs 
concernsin this portion of the country which have 
sent out agents, and made great preparations to mit 
their orders from the south for goods, who already find 
themselves in pecuniary embarras:ment from the fact 
that their agents, instead of sending home orders for 
goods, write the mest doleful letters in regard to their 
business prospects, Thus the commercial connexions 
between the north and the south are being gradually 
severed under the growing influence of the terror that 
northern agents of the abolitionised black republican 
p.rty are busily fomenting a servile war in the south,and 
every southern man feels that it is not slavery alone, but 
the lives of himself and his loved wife and chiidren, that 
are involved.

“TI believe I am right in stating that the French Go- 


vernment has been for a Joug time thinking, not perhaps 
of entering completely on the path opened out to Eng- 
land by Sir Robert Peel, but on a course so liberal as 
no longer to leave the word ‘ prohibited’ in its tariff of 
customs. One by one every article in the list of Enz- 
lish products has been canvasse! that can possibly enter 
into varios with a product of France, and the 
Imperial Government has arrived at the conviction that 
there are very few English ones that would not be driven 
out of the ficid in the item of price by those of its own 
nation. Conceiving. however, that a struggle was pos- 
sible in regard to quality, it has admitted the principle 
of establishing a proportional duty. and the examina- 
tion and scheduling of the new tariff has been confided 
to the Council of State. Ove of the most able of Eng- 
lish economists, Mr. Cobden, has given the assistance of 
his jence and knowledge to thistask. He bas teen 

y instrumental in laying before the Government 
of France ali the immense advantages that have ac- 
erued to England from commercial! reforms, and be has 
disengaged the question from every taint of politics. 
In the new measures that are to be adopted, then, we 
are to see nothing but an attention to the interests of 
trade and manufactures. Phe wonderful benefits con- 
ferred on England by the adoption of the priaciples of 
free trade have long excited the observation of French 
economists, and they are more than ever seriously in- 
tent on obtaining for their own country the great good 
resulting from a reform in the customs dues. I scarcely 
meed warn you that the trade and commerce of France 
will still be protected by duties levied on English mer- 
chandise; but imposed on such aseale that the latter 
will be quite enabled to make its appearance in French 
markets. The treaty, moreover, nced in no degree dis- 
turb the equanimity of the merchants and manufactu- 
rers of France, for no competition will be establistied 
between the producisof the two nations, save in regard 
to quality.” — 

THE FRENCH NAVY. 

The Revue Contemporaine has an article on the French 
navy, from which we €Xtract the following, the author 
arguing that the navy of this country is far trom being 
out of proportion with either its resources or require- 
ments, and is therefore not large enodgh to excite rea- 
sonable jealousy :— ; 

Tie permanent levy of seamen dates from 1835 ; it 
is so Called because it is going on at all times as well as 
the discharges. As soon as a vessel arrives in port, the 
authorities immediately take a minute account of the 
ship’s company, and send those who have not yet served 
the State, or who have not served it for a sufficient 
length: of time, on board a Government vessel, according 
to the requircinents of the service. ‘ihe first term lists 
three yeurs ; after which, in case of necessity, they may 
again be summoned to serve, but are ia that case dis- 
charged as soon as possible. ‘The following table shows 
the gradual increase in the maritime resources of France 
‘ince the.establishment of the new systeu, cuippared 
with what they were in 1791 :—

This increase, amounting te one-fourth cf the number 
furnished by the inscription in 1791, is greater than any 


previggs one within an equal period of years, and shows 
the immense progress of trade and manufacture in 


France. From 1847 to 1856 the whole tonnage of 
French ships has increased from 663,000 tens to 995,000 
—the difference being chic4y owingsto the bnilding of 
larger vessels, so that the mumber of those exceeding 
400 tons has risen from 58 to 422. Estimating the num- 
ber of seamen at the rate of cight men per lu) tons, 
the whole French mereantile navy would seem at pre- 
sent to amount to £0,000 men. Jn 1850 the commission of 
inquiry calculated that about 56,000 men might be re- 
lied on for the manning of the navy, end the author be- 
lieves that at present the State might count upon an 
average of between 56.000 and 60,060 men—a force 
barely sufficient to man tie French fleet. The author 
concludes with the reficetion that, even as Engiand has 
hitherto escaped the danger of an invasion by keeipng 
up a sufficient maritime force, so should France do the 
same, and thus rendes a war between two equally power- 
ful aations impossible. 
THE UNITED STATES AND MEXICO. 

The following is a summary of the provisions of the 
treaty which M. M'Lane has negociated between the 
United States and Mexico :— 

“1. The right of way, in perpetuity, for a railroad or 
other communication across the Isthmus of Tehuantepec 
from ovean to ocean. 

“9 The right of way, in perpetuity, for a railroad 
from some points on the Rio Grange across the States 
of Tamatlipas, Coahuila and New Leon, Durango 
and Sinaloa, to the port of Mazatlan on the Pacitic. 

“3, The right of way, in perpetuity, tor a railroad 
from the ‘Territory of Arizona across the State of 
Sonora to the port of Guayamas, on the Gulf of Cali- 
fornia. 

é 4. The right to erect warchouses at the termini of 
all these transit routes, and freely to navigaie the wa- 
ters with which they communicate. 

“ 5. The right to transport goods and merchandise dk s- 
tined for Arizona or California, or thence back to the 
other parts of the United States, free of duty, by each 
and all of the routes across the Republic, whatever may 
be their description or of what country. 7 

“6. This article provides that these goods may at 
any time be entered at the transit warchouses, for sale 
and consumption in Mexico, on payment of the duties, 
ormay at any time be withdrawn aud shipped to any 
other country than Mexico free of duty, the warehouse 

regulations toallow no charges on the goods but those uf 
cartage and storage. 

“7 This article provides that a large list of goods and 
merchandise, being the natural or manufactured product 
ofthe United States,shall be admitted into Mexico at 
the various termini of the transit routes on terms of per- 
fect reciprocity, the Congress of the United States to 
determine whether they shall be admitted free or at g 
fixed rate of duty. This list embraces manutactures in 
cotton and leather of every description. 
. ég, The treaty grants, moreover, the right to trans- 

rt the troops, military stores, and munitions of war 
of the United States across the Republic, by the Pehu- 
antepec and Sonoratransits, on the same terms as those 
of Mexico. 

“9. It concedes to the United States the right, with or 
without the cousent and co-operation of Mexico, to 
protect by force of arms, if necessary, all these transit 
routes, their property and rights of way. 

“10, It guarantees religious freedom to the citizens of 
the United States in Mexico, and the right to worship 
in churches or private dwellings, according to the dic- 
tates of their own conscience. 

“1. No forced loan, whatever be its nature, shall be 
levied on citizens of the United States resident in 
Mexico, on any pretence whatever. Citizens of the 
United States, moreover, shall be free to pursue what- 
ever business or profession may scem to them fit, 
without restraint or restriction whatever. 

“To the treaty is also attached a special supple- 
mentary convention between the United States and 
Mexico, which concedes :— 

“1. The right to the United States to intervene, by 
force of arma, if necessary, to protect citizens and pro- 
perty of the United States in Mexico, and to enforce 
these same treaty stipulations. 

“2. In compensation for the duties above mentioned, 
as released on goods, passing through the Republic, and 
for consumption therein, the United States stipulate to 
} ay to Mexico four millions of dollars, two millions of 
which are to be reserved for the payment of claims 
against Mexico.” 

FEARFUL SHIPWRECK. 

Vague intelligence of the loss of the clipper ship 
Flora Temple reached us a few days since. A detailed 
sccoust of the fearful has now come 
and we learn that no fewer than 850 principally 
C wie labourers, have perished with the ill-fated vessel, 
The Flora Temple was a first-class ship, and, having 
been chartered for the conveyance of Coolies, Suiled from 
Macao on the morning of the sth of last October. Her

The sea 
still rolled and broke as before: but ro remnant could 
be seen of the ship till on proceeding closer in a 
boat her port-side from the main chain forward could 
be observed floating. Of the 850 Coolies no traces re- 
mained. Close to the reef, within a short distance of 
the wreck on the S_E. side, the boat sounded, and found 
no bottom at 27 fathoms, and within a mile to north- 
west there was no bottom at 70 fathoms. The breakers 
extended about a halfa mile in a curved line. They 
were very narrow, not over 150 yards in width, ‘The 
position, according to the calculation on. board the 
Gironde, was 10 19 N., 113 13 E., while Captain John- 
ston made it in 10 16 N. and 113 20 E. Nothing re- 
ma‘ned to be done. The unhappy Coolies had, doubtiess, 
perished, and the Gironde at once shaped a course 
ior Manilla, where she arrived on the evening of the &th 
of November. 

It appears that the crew had grounds for the feat 
wh ch possessed them that the Coolies might rise against 
them, several attempts of the kind having been made, 
and one of the crew having been crueliy niurdered, 
while separated from his companions. 


The news which reaches us from Hungary discovers 
the usual discontent. The taxation imposed on agricul- 
ture is so excessive that many peasants have abandoned 
their farms and are selling their live stock at Moldavia 
to avoid confiscation. Throughout Transylvania peop'e 
have refused to pay the taxes. The authvrities of 
Hungary have made most gloomy reports to Vienna.

EXPLORATION OF THE AUsrRALIAN Desrert.—Ata 
meeting of the Exploration Committee, held on the 26th 
of October—Sir William Stawell in the chair—Dr 
Muclier, the hon. treasurer, reported that he had 
received, through Sir William Stawell, the promised 
donation of £1,000 for the Victoria expedition, tlie 
donor still withholding his name from the public. The 
treasurer further stated that the contributions paid ia 
amounted to £2,914 6s 4d, and the subscriptions not yet 
paid to £315 123, which sums, with the offer of Messrs 
Turnbull and Cadell to convey expedition stores free 
--deemed equivalent to a subscription of £500 
—amounted to a total of £3,730 4s 4d by private con- 
tribution. In reply to the application of the com mittee, 
the chief secretary had agreed to place the sum of 
£5.000 on the estimates for 1860, in addition to the 
private subscription. The committee resotved to call a 
public meeting to receive their report and to determine 
on future proceedings. According to information 
lately received, the shipment of cameisanddromedarics 
from India for the expedition was likely to take place 
in December or January.—Australian end New Zealand 
Grezette,

VACCINATION AND THE SMALLPOox.— The report read 
at the annual meeting ot the Royal Jennerian Society 
in London condemned the principle of compulsory vac- 
cination, and said that all that was required under the 
present panic in the public mind was for Government 
to let vaccination alone, to cease its intrusive benevo- 
lence, to cease to invite persons to vaccinate who did 
not know how to perform it, to require the medical ex- 
amining bodies to carefully examine applicants for their 
diplomas, and to keep legislation to matters which really 
belong to it, and not meddle with the medical creed of 
her Majesty’s subjects. The Board of Management 
protested ogainst this pettiness of legislation. It also 
condemned the practice of medical practitioners giving 
a certificate as to vaccination on the eighth day, it be- 
ing well known that it was not until the fourteenth day 
that any positive statement could be given whether the 
vaccine virus had fully entered into the system or not, 
and withont it there was no security whatever against 
the small-pox. An Act of Parliament had been passed 
rendering vaccination compulsory, but, being impro- 
perly performed, the law of nature defied its power. 

Snootrtac A Gawe Wartcner.—A few nights ago, 
whilst Thomas Leak, a game watcher, in the service cf 
Sir Charles Slingsby, was in his lodgings, at Harsweil, 
near Market Weighton, he heard a gun fired in Hars- 
well Wood. Heimmediately went out with his double- 
barrelled gun, which was loaded, and having walked 
round about three parts of the wood, was returning 
home, when he again heard the report of a guna short 
distance behind him. This was repeated after he had 
concealed himself, and two men then came out of the 
wood about ten yards from him. He jumped up and 
spoke to them, and they ran towards Holme-upon-Spal- 
ding Moor. Leak followed the poachers over several 
fields, and when within 20 or 30 yards of them, one of 
them turncd round, and, using a vulgar expression, de- 
liberately shot the watcher in the face. ‘The shot en- 
tered his face, breast, and other parts of his person, but 
though seriously hur’, he was enabled to proceed to the 
house of Mr. Nottingham, farmer, where his wounds 
were dressed by a surgeon, and he is now recovering. 
A liberal reward has been offered for the apprehension 
of the poachers.— Manchester Guardian. 

The Press remarks that it may not be generally known,

The Daily News, reviewing the project for the intro- 
duction of free trade into France, says, that it wll very 
much premote the welfare of the French, increase their 
knowledge and skill, and increase the power of France. 
If Louis Napoleon had been required to give Europe a 
demonstration of his confidence ‘in his own power he 
could hardly have complied more effectually than by 
announcing a policy ot free trade. 

THE SHIPPING TRADE. 

From a review of the shipp ng trade, in 1859, it ap- 
pears that freights during the last twelve months have, 
on the whole, been unremunerative. Outward rates to 
the East Indies and China have risen considerably, with 
a tendency to advance ; but the shipping trade for the 
past year has, perhaps, had the smallest balance to its 
credit of any trade or branch of commerce among us. 
In most cases, indeed, a balance against the account is 
shown. A tclegram mentions the wreck, on the Prata 
shoals, of the ship Chieftain, while on her voyage from 
Shanghai to London, with a cargo of silk and tea. The 
amount of the loss is probably heavy.
